AD HERE AS by Ordinance of Parliament of the 26 off Harch laſt, the Colledors for the 
© weekly Mealc withinthis City of Lexdonand the Liberries, are after afſeflemenr of each per- 
ſon within the limits, to make demand thereof, of the perion fo affeſſed, or at his or their 
uſuall plage of abode ; And upon faile of payment to levy double the ſumme or ſummes fo 
Aﬀeſſed, together wich the neceflary charges which ſhall bee expended in rhe colleCting 
thereof by way of Diſtreſle upon his or their goods and chattels, and thall fell the Diſtrefle 
and-returne the over-plus ro the Owner, and if no Diſtreſle bee, then upon Certificate 
thereof, by the Sub-commaittee for this City, to the Lord'Major, his Lordfhipis forthwith 
tO grant his Warrant for the Apprehenſion and Commitment of ſuch perſons to ſafe cuſtody, withour Baile or 
Maine-priſe, ſo tocontinue. untill ſatisfaction bee made of the ſaid Aﬀefſement, And whereagalloby the ſaid 
Ordinance it is provided, that ifany Aſſeſſors, Colleors, or Conftable, within the ſaid City or the Liberties, 
ſhall refuſe the ſaid Service, or prove negligent or faulty therein, upon Certificate made by the ſaid Sub-com- 
mittee to the Lord Major, hee 1s forthwith to grant his Warrant forthe Commirment of ſuch perſons to priſon ; 
or they are to bee fined by the Common Councell or their Commitree, the Fine nor to exceed ten pounds for 
each offence, which is to bee levyed by. Diſtreſle, and ſale of the offenders Goods,and the monies to bee imploy- 
ed, asis by the ſaid Ordinance direted, ; 

This Committee being certainly informed of the many defaults, both of the parties aflefſed, and of the Col- 
lefors within this City and Liberties, in not paying and bringing in the monies ſo aſſeſſed, to the great hinde- 
rance of the publique Service : * For the berter diſcharge of their dury, and the truſt in them repoled in this be- 
halfe; Do Order, and thinkefir, that all the Collectors of this Ciry and liberties, ſhall upon next, 
at of the Clock inthe afternoon; Here, in this place, bring in their Bills for their reſpe&ive Diviſions, 
and.a particular Certificate in writing under their hands, what perſons are in arreare with their aflefſements, and 
tor how long time, and what their weekly charge is, and which of them have Diftreſſes whereupon to levy the 
ſame, and whether demand hath been made of ſuch perſons, orat their uſuall places of abode. That upon report 
thereof made, this Committee may proceed to do further, as by the ſaid Ordinance is injoyned and directed. 

And it is further Ordered, that the Clerk of this Committee, tor the better conveyance thereof, doe caute 
this Order to bee forthwith Printed, and a Printed Copy to bee delivered ro ſome one Collefor of each reſpe- 
&ive Diviſion, or leftat theplace of his or their. abode, who is to acquaint his Partners therewith. And they are 
all of them to take notice of the Contents hereof, for diſcharge of what concernes them therein. as they tender 
the Publique Good, and will an{vwer the contrary.
